HE  Gladiolus  is  a flower  that 


X will  grow  in  any  kind  of  soil 
from  the  lightest  to  the  heaviest,  pro- 
viding they  are  not  in  the  shade  and 
no  green  manure  is  used.  If  fertil- 
izer is  needed  use  any  good  potatoe 
fertilizer.  Sprinkle  in  the  rows  be- 
fore planting,  work  the  soil  and  fer- 
tilizer together  so  that  bulbs  will  not 
come  in  contact  with  the  fertilizer. 

Bulbs  should  not  be  planted  until 
corn  planting  time,  as  nothing  is 
gained  by  planting  before  the  ground 
is  warm.  Plant  the  bulbs  in  rows 
or  otherwise  but  have  them  from  4 
to  6 inches  apart.  Plant  bulbs  from 
4 to  6 inches  deep  according  to  size. 

It  is  best  to  cut  the  spike  when  the 
first  bloom  appears.  Cut  the  spike 
so  as  to  leave  at  least  2 to  4 leaves 
on  spike  so  as  to  develop  the  bulb 
for  the  next  year. 

Before  freezing  weather  or  as 
soon  as  the  foliage  turns  brown  or 
begins  to  die  down,  dig  the  bulbs  and 
cut  off  stalk  close  to  bulb.  Cure 
them  in  the  sun  for  a few  days  then 
store  away  in  trays  or  baskets  in  a 
dry  place  with  a temperature  as  near 
40  to  45  degrees  as  possible.  A good 
dry  cellar  is  a desirable  place  for 
storing  bulbs.
